girls" are Paula "Desmond, friend of 
White, and Hattie Forsythe, who is 
said to have some knowledge of the 
Miss Nesbit's affidavit. 
Garvan

firm th|_£Stpries alrejidj^told. -JSaryan 
by Edna Mcciure and Mazie Folette. 
Some of the girls from whom Garvan 
would like to hear are Margaret Rut- 
ledge, Violette Pearl, Edna Goodrich, 
Veda Whitmore, Grace Field and Ger- 
trude Grant, who is now in Europe. 
Miss Grant has said that she would re- 
main in Paris until the trial ends. 


The district attorney is anxious to 


have an interview with "Billy" Stur- 
ff;iss, intimate friend of Tharw. Stur- 
giss was a close friend of Thaw. It is 
said that Thaw thought so much of 
Sturgiss that when he had no other 
.amusement in view he would send 
"Mrs. Thaw to the theatre with Stur- 
giss, a favor he would grant no other 
friend. 
The district attorney has 


heard that Thaw frequently threat- 
ened White in Sturgiss' presence, and 
according to one witness, Thaw one 
time drew a revolver and said: 


"This is what I will kill that 


with/'

Sturgiss has not been located since 


the tragedy. Garvan was more than 
pleased today with the evidence he 
has secured from Miss McClure, mem- 
ber of "The Social Whirl" company. 
She corroborated many details of the 
events leading up to the murder.

Thaw and White.

THAW iivsAJvrrr THEORY. 


New York, July 9.—The insanity 


theory in the defense of Harry Thaw 
for the murder of Stanford White 
has been strengthened somewhat by 
the report that has reached this cH> 
from Pittsburg that a Thaw, a rela- 
tive of William Thaw, Harry Thaw's 
father, was confined in an asylum foi 
insane at one time. It is said that 
this relative, whose name is not given 
was insane at the time of his death. 


This is the first mention of any in- 


sanity in the Thaw family. Experts 
no doubt, will assert now that Harry 
Thaw inherited his insanity from his 
father's side of the family. 


The 
only 
defense, so far as an- 


nounced thus far, however, is that ot 
emotional insanity. 
It has been ad- 


mitted up to tliis time by Judge Olcot 
and the other counsel for the defense 
that Thaw is of sound mind now. 
Thaw himself insists that he is nob 
insane. 
He is firmly convinced thai 


he will be acquitted once the jury 
hears all the facts in the case. 


Assistant District Attorney Garvan 


was> at his' office Sunday working «on 
the Thaw case.

REPETITION 


Of Frisco Disaster Expected by Scien- 


tists Generally, Declares* Pro- 


fessor Gregory. 


New Haven, Conn., July 
9.—Prof. 


Herbert E. Gregory, Yale's geologist, 
who was in California at the time of 
the disaster and went to San Francis- 
co, where he made an investigation of 
it, has just returned to this city. He 
says: 


"I regard it as certain that other 


severe earthquakes, similar to the one 
that devastated the city, will occur 
pnd cause widespread disaster. 
The 


opinion of scientists is universal on 
this' foint'." 


Prof. Gregory has just received the 


preliminary 
report 
of 
the 
special 


scientific 
commission appointed by* 


Governor Pardee of California, to in- 
vestigate the earthquake. 


It statement declares that the times 


of an earthquake cannot be predicted; 
that any predictions made were un- 
warranted; that severe earUiquake 
shocks are 
generally 
followed 
by 


minor disturbances extending over 
weeks, and tEat the physiographic 
conditions of the bay region are such 
as to preclude any serious damage 
from sea waves or tidal waves, due to 
earthquake disturbances. 


The report continues: "One of the 


lessons of the eartquake which seems 
peculiarly impressive is the necessity 
of studying carefully the site for pro- 
posed public buildings "where large 
numbers of people are likely to be 
congregated. 
In so far as 
possible 


such siles should be selected on slopes 
upon which sound rock foundations 
can be reached." 


Fierce Electrical Display.

electrical, wind and rainstorms caused 
much damage in Auglaize county.

On« Person In Every 1,200 Shown to 


Be Blind and 
One In Every 850 


Deaf — Former Affliction 
Greater 


Among the Negroes—Schools of the 
Deaf Teaching Articulate Speech. 
Washington, July 9.—According to 


a special census report on the blind 
and deaf in the United States, just 
Issued by the census bureau, about 
one person in every 850 persons 
was deaf and one person in every 


1,200 
persons was blind in 1900. The 


total number of blind in the United 
States in 1900 was 64,763 of whom 35,- 
645 were totally blind and 29,118 par- 
tially blind. Blindness is chiefly a de- 
fect of adult life, almost Go per cent 
of the blind becoming so after 20 
years of age. About one-tenth of the 
total number of blind were bora so. 
The number of blind per 1,000 of pop- 
ulation was greater among the ne- 
groes than among the whites, and 
greater among the foreign-born whites 
than among the native whites. In 
about 5 per cent of the cases of blind- 
ness reported the parents of the blind 
•were cousins. 
Deafness, the report 


says, is more common in the northern 
part of the United States than in the 
southern, and there are more deaf 
males than females. The total num- 
ber of deaf in the United States is 
given as 89,287, of whom 37,426 were 
totally deaf and 51,861 partially deaf. 
From the latter class, however, are 
eliminated 
those merely "hard of 


hearing." That negroes seem less sus- 
ceptible to deafness than the whites, 
the report says, is probably due in 
part to less complete returns from the 
negro deaf. Of the totally deaf, 91 
cent were so from childhood (under 
20 years of age) and 36 per cent from 
birth. 


The report presents figures to show 


that the schools of the deaf are doing 
excellent work in'teaching;-articulate- 
speech. When the subject of deafness 
is considered from the point of view 
of consanguinity, it would seem that 
heredity has played a part in pro- 
ducing congenital deafness and the 
deafness occuring in adult life; where- 
as deafness occurring in early child- 
hood, after the birth and under the 
age of five years, is probably to a 
large extent adventitious. Of .those 
at least 10 years of age, among the 
deaf, 3S>.5 per, cent were gainfully em- 
ployed, as compared with 50.2 pa? cent 
among the general population. Of the 
deaf who were gainfully employed, 
889.7 per cent were found in occupa- 
tions in w.hich perfect or even partial 
hearing is not essential.

FATHER'S ARREST 


For Assaulting a Man Found KM-OM> 


ing His Wife, May Lead to 


Death of Daughter. 


Present Disorder* Due Largely to the 


Necessity of the Peasants Seizing 
Food — Hundreds Fall In Clashes 
With Troops—Crown, Church and 
State Lands to Be Expropriated. 


St. Petersburg, July 9.—A newspa- 


per correspondent has just completed 
a tour of the provinces of Samara and 
Saratov. He reports, that the drought 
is finally broken, but the rains have 
come "too 
late to save the crops and 


help the peasants, who are in a pitia- 
ble condition. Their cattle have either 
beeu sold or are starving in the fields. 
The government relief granaries were 
completely emptied during last year's 
famine. 
The present agrarian dis- 


orders, which 
can be expected to 


grow worse, are due largely to the 
necessity of the peasants seizing food 
and forage to preserve their lives and 
save from starvation the remainder of 
their cattle. These disorders have 
reached the highest pitch in the prov- 
ince of Voronezh, where the troops 
and Cossacks, although in consider- 
able force, are practically helpless and 
on the 
defensive. Many peasants 


have been killed or wounded in des- 
perate attacks on the military patrols 
and the rural guards. 


In St. Petersburg a thousand work- 


men have met and passed a resolu- 
tion opposing the agrarian program of 
the group of toil in the lower house. 
They declare that 
fearful 
conse- 


quences would ensue if this program 
became effective and urge the mem- 
bers of the group to recognize their 
error and co-operate with the Social 
Democrats and the laborites. 


The first paragraph of proposed 


agrarian law, the augmentation of th» 
lands of the peasants by the expropri- 
ation of all state and crown domains 
and church and monastery lands, has 
been accepted by the commission of 
the lower house with practical unan- 
imity. The commissioners have now 
locked horns over the mode of expro- 
priation and the method of disposal of 
private estates, and the end is not yet 
in sight. The-determination to expro- 
priate church lands, which, in distinc- 
tion to the great estates owned by the 
monasteries, lie scattered 
like the 


lands of the common schools in Amer- 
ica in small tracts throughout the 
country and support the local clergy, 
will cause complications. Such action 
would deprive the parish priests of 
the principal partr of their 
scanty 


emoluments and necessitate an equiv- 
alent from some other source.

Vast Majority of Russia's Legislature Demand a Freedom Even More Ad- 


vanced Than That of England and France—Strikingly Democratic 


Body That Is "the Thought" of the Czar's Empire—Sig- 


nificant Scene When the Douma Was Convened 


I 


N our own day we are seeing the 


transformation of a great people 
from despotism to democracy. Be- 


. , 
fore our eyes transpire the begin- 


nings of another French revolution, 
only this one is not among the volatile 
JL&tlns, but among the melancholy 
Slavs'. It is given us to behold the 
coming of liberty. Once more we may 
learn that she does not move back- 
ward, but that, first in one land, then 
In another, she marches onward. The 
rule of the peopl.e is now the most liv- 
ing factor or, father, promise in all na- 
tions. This England begins to realize, 
as do" France, Germany, even America, 
and Russia most of all. 


Russia^ has been like an ice locked 


land for ages—ice locked under abso- 
lutism; bureaucracy, 
represslon-Jnit 


npw the sun of freedom shines upon 
her and .the masses begin to melt, to 
ffiov'e.. There will be avalanches later. 


A Striking Parallel. 


'The parallel between the Russian 


and French revolution is one of the 
most striking'things in modern history. 
It is as though the leaders of the don- 
ma were consciously modeling their 
course after that taken by the French 
national convention. Both bodies had 
the same sort of an insolent, vicious, 
grafting 
aristocracy and the same 


ipanner of a weik, well intentioned, 
vacillating monarch with whom to 
deal. Both represented the same kind 
of a- sullen, desperate constituency, 
tmrdened and brutalized through cen- 
turies of misrule; both met in May; 
boiJi- named its radical group "The 
Mquptain,'' and both had a' similar 
trinity of •watchwords—the cry of 
*%iberty, Fraternity, Equality" 
in 


"France having been modified into 


the great hall of the Winter palace 
were liunkod the nobles, on the other 
the representatives of the people. It 
was the old order and the new. The 
one was dazzling in jewels, uniforms, 
medals, sashes and gold lace. The oth- 
er was clothed in the^uhiin and often 
coarse dress of the citizen and peasant 
Formalism and caste were on the one 
hand, simplicity and democracy on the 
other, 
"hot those wear clothes who 


need them,'' said Thomas Paine, and 
the aristocratic party certainly needed 
all its finery, for inwardly it was foui 
and unkempt, while the great peasant 
and citizen body-- did not require the 
outward trappings, for they were cloth- 
ed with justice and the rights of man 
while inwardly they were fair and 
clean. 


The Old Order and the New. 


Between the two bodies was a wide 


space, a veritable gulf, through winch 
walked the czar with his empress, 
grand dukes and other royalties. Small 
and insignificant he looked, and his 
hand trembled. He kissed the repre- 
sentative of the church and heard the 
chanting, of the priests amid their 
icons. .Then he strode, with an as- 
sumed dignity several sizes too large 
for him, up to his throne, and from that 
seeming eminence, that has sunk much 
in height of late, he delivered his 
speech, whiph said nothing except by 
its omissions. At its close the nobles 
broke into loud cheers, but the repre- 
sentatives of the people remained im- 
passive and still. It was an eloquent 
silence, even more eloquent than the 
things the speech did not say.

ized two great forces that it is destined 
to become historic, one of the iniieposts 
in the march of man. There two ar- 
mies glare at each other across a chasm 
that yet may run with blood— aristoc- 
racy in barbaric splendor; democracy 
in simple majesty; the receding past 
and the advancing future; the letter of 
the old and the spirit of tbe new. 


If the speech from the throne said 


nothing, the answer to that speech 
said much. Its language was plain; 
there was no misunderstanding its 
meaning. It did not indulge in emptv 
phrases about divine right but it had ' 


great inert mass of the Slav empire 
gets momentum it might be as well for 
little Nicholas to stand out of the way. 
He might find it of advantage care- 
fully to read the lives of Charles Stu- 
art and Louis Capet. A perusal of the 
deaths of the^e two gentlemen might 
also be instructive. The world has ad- 
vanced, it is true, since those events 
took place, but Russia is still some- 
what primitive, and the folks there 
have elemental passions. In times of 
revolution a man is only a man, and 
blue blood is as liable to flow as any 
other sort Russia has got the mu^ic of 
liberty in her heart now, and she will 
march to it. She has seen the vision of 
a free state, and she is bound for it. 


With all that has been said against 


the more radical of the Russian revo- 
lutionaries one thing should not be for- 
gotten — that if it had not been for 
them the douma in all probability 
would never have been called. The 
strikes, the pronunciamentos and the 
uprisings occasioned by ' the laboi 
groups struck terror to the heart of 
the bureaucracy, and to allay the popu 
lar unrest the czar finally consented 
to call a national consultative as«em 
bly that would have no real power 
Xow that he has it, he wants to let go 
The plight of the American president 
who had "congress on his hands'' is 
not a circumstance to that of Xich 
olas. The douma may not be able to 
do anything, but its very presence 
gives a sense of solidarity to the people 
and unifies them for their struggle 
with the privileged classes. Moreover, 
it gives a definite and authoritative 
statement of their demands. It makes 
them an organic entity rather than a 
mob. 


influence of the Douma. 


The first surprise that came, and It 


was an agreeable one to all lovers ol 
liberty, was the intelligence with 
which the moujiks used the ballot. All 
sorts of pessimistic and doleful predic- 
tions had been made on this head. 
Self styled superior persons always af- 
fect to distrust the people, forgetting 
that they themselves are a part of the 
people. Evils in government come, not 
from trusting the masses, but from self 
seeking men, from those who want to 
use public place for private ends and 
most of all from those who corruptly 
obtain special privileges not granted to 
their fellows. It is these things that 
are inucontravention to democratic in- 
stitutions which are at fault, not the 
democratic institutions themselves. No 
pure appeal to the people was ever dis- 
appointed. This has been proved over 
and over again throughout modern his- 
tory. It was proved once more in the 
case of the Russian peasantry. Their 
experience in the mir, or village assem- 
bly, and in the zemstvo, or assembly 
of the province, had schooled them for 
self government 
With a practically 


unanimous voice throughout the great 
empire they declared for a constitu- 
tional democracy. Only a small hand- 
ful of conservatives were elected to 
the douma, and even they have not 
the temerity to stand with Jhe bureau- 
cracy. The vast majority of the body 
stand for a freedom even farther ad- 
vanced than that of England and 
France, and the attitude of the czar .,* 
driving them to yet more radical 
grounds. 
A little more he|jtancy on 


the part of Nicholas will make of the 
douma a thoroughly 
revolutionary 


body, and as goes the douma so goes 
the empire. 


To paraphrase an old saw, "Whom 


the gods would destroy they first strike 
Mind." Russia's reactionaries certain- 
ly are blind. They do not seem to com- 
prehend what it all means. Either 
:hey have not read history or are inca- 
pable of understanding it. They will 
never know till the storm breaks. Then 
t will be too late. Indeed it is already 
too late. 


One man does understand. That 


man is Witte. He it was that advised 
the calling of the douma. He saw tbe 
vawning chasm and sought to bridge 
t. Instead he fell into its depths. 
The douma is the most democratic 


body in the world. 'The peasant is 
here, tbe man who has been In prison.
